as mysterious an atmosphere as the theory 
of relativity; and, very probably, the 
same can be said of the politicians and 
statesmen in whose hands lies a great 
deal ot the control of financial and 
economic policy. ma. 

Since the publication in 1923 of his 
little book, “A Tract on. Monetary 
Reform,” the name of Mr. John Maynard 
Keynes, Fellow of King’s College, Cam- 
bridge, and one of the foremost of the 
croup known generally as the Cambridge 
Economists, has been a protagonist. of 
monetary reform. He has discussed the 
matter in all its ramifieations, and on 
many occasions has been asked by the 
Associations of the leading British indus- 
tries to advise them on matters of 
financial policy. An "instance of this 
service was his address to the cotton 
manufacturers of Laneashire last year, 
when his advice seemed drastic, but is 
now likely to be followed under pressure 
from the Government. In all that relates 
to finance Mr. Keynes seems. to be one of 
he most radical of reformers ; but, .since 
his subject is one that seems to breed 
conservative caution, his advice has not’ 
yet been accepted either widely or 
practically. So far, the greatest impres- 
sion made by his theories has been upon 
the professional economists; the bankers 
still keep aloof from all suggestion of a 
“- managed currency.” 

Almost simultaneously with the publica- 
tion of this very important book, Lord 
d’Abernon has been stressing the neces- 
sity for a change in financial policy; an 
important group of cotton manufacturers 
has been calling upon the Government 
for what amounts to an abolition of the 
gold standard, and Labour opinion has 
heen slowly swinging inte line demandinz 
‘‘ management ” of the currency. As Mr. 
Cole has pointed out, it is the method of 
‘“management,”’ rather than the need for 
‘‘management,”’ that stands in the way 
of radical change. 


In ‘‘A Treatise on Money ” Mr. J. M. 
Keynes surveys the whole field in a com- 
prehensive and masterly way. He has 
used his book to clarify his own thoughts 
on the subject, and, im the process, the 
reader is given what certainly is the 
greatest piece of sustained thinking and 
writing on this weighty subject since 
Jevons’s day. “The ideas with which I 
have finished up,” he says, “ are widely 
different from thos2 with which I hegan. 
ae I feel like someone who has 
been forcing his way through a confused 
jungle. Now that I have emerged frem 


direct route and that many problems and 
perplexities which beset me during the 
journey had not precisely the significance 
which I supposed at the time.” So many 
factors have to be weighed, and so many 
aspects of economic life have to be 
examined, that the comparison with a con- 
fused jungle will be conceded readily by 
the reader. 

That Mr. Keynes is right in believing 
that “‘ a right understanding of the topics 
of this book is of enormous practical 
importance to the well-being of the 
world,’’ no one will be found to question, 
and everyone will be very grateful to him 
for making such a clearance in the jungle. 
In this work he is a pioneer: it is signifi- 
cant that, as he says, “ there exists, 
extraordinarily enough, no printed treatise 
in any language . . . which deals 
systematically and thoroughly with the 
theory and facts of representative money, 
as it exists in the modern world.’’ This 
great book is essentially a treatise for the 
specialist, so that the popular exposition 
of his theme must await that volume ‘“ on 
a smaller scale which will try to find the 
best way to explain the subject.” The 
whole matter of the relationship of prices, 
exchanges, gold, and the production and | 
distribution of commodities is enveloped 
in such mystery that even what is taking 
place under the eyes of the experts is 
explained differently by everyone; .even 
Mr. Keynes himself is not so sure as he 
was seven years ago. 

Mr. Keynes maintains generally in this 
book his contention of 1923. At a time 
when over half of the available gold“in 
the world is in the possession of France 
and the United States, and the economic 
condition of the entire world is one of 
acute depression, many who rejected the 
Suggestions of a ‘* managed ”’. currency 
seven years ago may be forced to change 
their minds. This magnificent book seems 
destined to have something like a revolu- 
aig effect upon financial thought and 
policy,

She brought 
comfort. to many thousands of sufferers, 
and has Jeft an organisation which has 
survived her with no loss of its virile force. 
Mr. Powell’s book is the latest effort to 
portray her, and, in»® measure, he has 
succeeded, Unfortunately, however, his 
sense of humour is deficient, with the 
result that sometimes, especially in the 
earlier chapters, he is apt to be a little 
absurd when he is trying to eulogise.

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RARE IRISH BIRDS. 


British Birds. December Number, London: 
wi y. 


HE December number oí “ British 
Birds ” (H. F. and G. Witherby) 
may be described as an Irish number. It 
opens with án “article by Messrs. C. V. 
Stoney and G. R. Humphreys on “ The 
B ing of the Black-necked Grebe in 
Ireland,” giving really startling par- 
ticulars of the numerical strength of a 
breeding colony of this very rare species, 
lately discovered: by the two writers on an 
Irish lake, the exact situation of which 
they refrain wisely from disclosing. Later 
we come to an announcement by Mr. 
Eugene O’Mahony, of the National 
Museum, recording the acquisition by the 
Museum of a specimen of the American 
blue-winged teal—the seeond occurrence of 
the species in Ireland—which was shot last 
summer on the Wexford sloblands. 

Next follows a communication from the 
distinguished zoologist, Mr. Charles Old- 
ham, stating that he and a party of. 
ornithologists in the summer of 1930 suc- 
ceeded in placing beyond. doubt the fact 
that the Fulmar petrel has established 
itself as a breeding species on the Great 
Saltee Island. It is gratifying to be able 
to state, in connection with this discovery, 
that the Wexford County Council has re- 
quested the Minister for Justice to publish 
an order under the Wild Birds Protection 
Act, adding the Fulmar petrel and a few 
other rare species to the list of birds, whose 
eggs may not be taken or destroyed in the

It may be. hoped - confidently, that ,the 
issue of this order-—and of others to a like 
effect asked for by the County Councils. of 
Dublin and of Longford—wilf not long’ be 
delayed.

Thus did a connoisseur make a 
bargain. The two pictures, which had 
been in the Dwyer’ household for many 
years, were of undoubted value; one, it is 
said, had heen painted over at some period 
of its history, but the dealer's eye ap- 
parently saw what the owner did not; and 
what he saw he kept to himself.

A Wexford correspondent tells me that 
the other day, when passing a small farm 
in the — Barony of Forth, he was 
surprised to see a number of men using 
an old-fashioned flail to thresh oats. He 
watched ‘the operation with great interest, 
and eventually volunteered to assist. The 
flail used ‘was a long stick to which a 
shorter stick, or ‘‘ swingle,’’ was attached 
with two pieces of leather. The sheaves 


| were beaten vigorously with the flail. It 


was, however, necessary to use a sifter 
in order to separate ihe chaff from the 
grain. This was a wearisome process. It 
appears that many of the small farmers in 
County Wexford who are unable to pay 
for the services of a mill still use the flail 
to thresh their harvest, and there are 
always friendly neighbours ready to lend 
a hand at this novel form of exercise.

OUT-WORN HORSES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Mr. Leonard’s. letter of the 2nd inst. 
on the subject of the exportation of old 
horses deals with an important aspect of the 
matter, and one to which this iety has 
given much attention. He represents the 
proposed prohibition on the exportation as 
resulting in a loss to the horse-owner of 
about £5 or £4 for every worn-out horse. 
This is a correct statement of the prices now 
paid by the exporter; but it should be borne 
in mind that the prohibition of exportation 
will cause the Ws Ry of an industry 
of great. value to this country from an 
economic point of view. ; 

There is. at present a well-established 
business in Dublin for the export of horse- 
fiesh to Belgium. This business is quite 
satisfactory from the humanitarian point of 
view, and the Society is assured by the 
Belgian importers that the carcases are sent 
over excellently dressed and exactly what 
they require for the Continental market, and 
that they would be glad to take thirty or 
forty carcases a week the whole year round. 
There can be no doubt that the business of 
slaughtering the old horses in this country 
and exporting the _ horse-flesh can be 
developed so as to deal with all the old 
horses of those owners ‘who desire to sell 
them. 
It is possible.that the price paid by Irish 
knackers will not be (at least, at Tl quite 
so high as the price now paid by the foreign 
importers of live horses. There is, however, 
the very important consideration, from the 
economic point of view, that the slaughtering 
of horses in this country leads to the develop- 
ment of an industry. of very conntdeshbe 
value in connection with the manufacture of 
by-products. One Dublin abattoir assures us 
that it uses every ounce of solid matter and 
every drop of blood in its own factories. It 
rakes poultry meal, dog biscuits, bone meal, 
chemical manures, glue and _ blood-crystals. 
The latter’ product is largely in. demand by 
gardeners. The is also required by 
dyers. Thus all the by-products are used 
except the hides; these are sent t> America 
for tanning.

Ghe Prettiest Berry. 


Prettier even than the holly and arbutus, 
in this year of abundant berries (writes a 
correspondent), are the glowing pink 
berries of a wild bush known best-to plain 
country folk as “ Pegwood.’’ A friend 
learned in such things assures me, how- 
ever, that the proper name of the shrub is 
“the spindle tree.” The berries are 
abundant, and of a lovely cerise colour 
rather than red. When fully ripe they 
open their six-petalled calyxes and disclose 
a round bright orange seed or fruit in the 
centre. There are forty different varieties 
of the spindle tree scattered throughout 
the world, but the bush is purely local in 
Ireland. There are some pretty specimens 


in fields near Tallaght.

CANADIAN FISHERIES. 
“EAT MORE FISH.” 


The importance of the fishing industry in 
Canada was. recognised in the recent ap 
pointment to the post of Minister of 
Fisheries in‘ the Federal Government .of Hon. 
E. N. Rhodes, who gave up the Premiership 
of Nova Scotia to assume this heavy respon- 
sibility. There are 40,000 vessels and, boats 
of one kind and another used in commercial 
fisheries in Canadian waters, and they repre- 
sent an investment of $20,000,000. This, of 
course, is exclusive of large sums invested 
in wharves, canneries, refrigerating plants 
and all the other accessories of the industry. 

Last year fishing had a value in. Canada 
of $53,000,000. In the first nine. months of 
the present year the catch was larger than a 
year ago, but the landed value was lower, 
prices having taken the course of most com- 
hose in close touch with the 
industry estimate that if Canadians were to 
purchase an additional 50,000,000 pounds. of 
fish anttually, or an average extra’ consump- 
tion of about five pounds per capita, the 
business would be put on a much firmer 
founation and many thousands of Canadians 
assured a better living and a greater spend- 
ing power, with consequent widesrread in- 
fluence on national business. 

Mr, Rhodes and his advisers are working 
on a scheme for a national advertising cam- 
paign to encourage the use of fish, no donbi 
following the general lines of a recent series 
of newspaper advertisements devot:1 to the 
broad idea of using Canadian goods “ánd nru 
ducts and published by the Federal Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce. It is pointed 
out that. the fisherman’s cash receipts circu- 
late through many channels for supplies and 
equipment, and that most of it stays in 
Canada.. It goes to shipbuilders and engine 
manufacturers, satl makers and makers of 
nets and traps. to the construction _ of 
wharves and buildings, and to labour which 
produces the raw materials used. 

The Maritime Provinces, with extremely 
valuable deep-sea fisheries, have a very great 
interest ‘in the matter, and the selection of 
Mr. Rhodes for the Fisheries portfolio was a 
tribute to the place of this national asset.

It is m 
these words that the Engineering and Allied 
Employers’ National Federation introduce a 
pamphlet on the realities and problems of the 
British engineering industry, which is 
published to-day. 

The pamphlet points out that at October, 
1930, there were unemployed in the engineer- 
ing industry 197,000 workpeople, or 19.4 per 
cent. of the insured engineering employés, 
and that, while exports of machinery had 
decreased, the retained imports of machinery 
had increased.

A calamity has been averted; but in 
every other respect the situation remains 
as it was. The Scottish miners, to the 
number of 85,000, are still out of work ; 
the miners in other coalfields continue to 
abide by their arrangements with the 
owners ; the attitude of the Federation is 
no clearet than it was last Friday, and the 
British Government continues to fuss over 
the whole situation like a broody hen. If 
the Miners’ Federation could have given 
a definite lead yesterday in regard to the 
‘“ spread-over,’’ its position in the indus- 
trial world would have been unshaken ; as 
things are, its attitude must have dis- 
turbed the allegiance of many of its 
constituents. It has turned its face con- 
sistently against the adoption of the 
“ spread-over,” but it has not dared’ to 
challenge the will of those miners who 
were prepared ‘to accept the expedient. 
Yesterday the Federation refused to 
cast a final ‘vote on the issue, choosing 
instead to refer it back to the men’s 
district committees and to decide the 
question by plebiscite. Officially, the 
Federation’s ban on the ‘“ spread-over”’ 
still operates, so that, in trict law, every 
mine that has made an agreement to work 
the ‘“‘spread-over’’ system is working 
illegally. This fantastic: state of affairs 
will be ended if the districts give the 
Federation a mandate to remove its ban 
and to allow separate agreements ; other- 
wise, last week's deadlock: must repeat 
itself. The result will be known next 
Thursday. | 

Even if next Thursday’s vote sanctions 
a form of local option in regard to the 
““spread-over,” a more formidable crisis 
awaits the mines next July. The Coal 
Mines Act authorised a seven and a-half 
hours’ day until July, 1931, when a seven 
hours’ day is due to come into operation. 
This will be the real issue, and we can see 
no expedient that can enforce a seven 
hours’ day without utter ruin to the 
industry. The Government has made a 
mess Of ite legislation in regard to coal. 
No doubt, it has done everything ‘possible, 
by intervention and attempts at con: 
ciliation, to solve the present difficulty ; 
but the need for its intervention never 
ought to have arisen. Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald has pleaded that the 
Federation ought to “give the industry a 
chance’’; but he cannot have expected 
that the Coal Mines Act would produce 3 
series of deadlocks before it had come into 
active operation. Yet the owners foresaw 
these deadlocks; the other parliamentary 
parties foresaw them, and the Miners’ 
Federation foresaw them. For the 
present, at least, the Coal Mines Act is 
law, and its provisions must be observed 
by every industrial element ; but so long as 
it remains to cripple the coal traffie and to 
induce discontent where there had been 
hopes of harmony, the Government's 
appeals for conciliation are a poor return 
for its ineptitude. Mr. Macdonald and 
Mr. Shinwell received warnings in plenty, 
but no appfobation save the conscioysness 
of a duty well done. They cannot have 
even that consolation now. 


A Worm. Turns. 

The futility of Mr. Henderson’s mild 
protests to the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics causes us to regret the lustier 
methods of such Foreign Ministers as Lord 
Palmerston when Britain was insulted. On 
Tuesday night the Moscow Broadcasting 
Station gave a “ talk ” in English which, 
in any other age, would have been regarded 
as a wholly adequate casus bell. This 
talk opened with 4 fierce attack upon the 
eight unfortunate professors and engineers 
who at the moment are undergoing their 
trial on a charge of high treason: The 
prisoners, British listeners were told, had 
admitted meetings with British capitalists 
who were alleged to want another war that 
they might fish to their own advantage in 
its troubled waters. With other ex- 
travagances an “ open letter’? by Maxim 
Gorki to the workers of Britain was read, 
and the address finished with a reminder 
that the Soviet Union, while it did not 
want war, was well armed and well 
equipped. Even Mr. Henderson felt that 
something must be done. Since already 
one protest concerning the unfounded 
charges made against England in the 
Moscow trial was winging its ineffectual 
way to the Kremlin, further action was 


necessary. Mr. Henderson, mustering all | 


his courage, bravely instructed the British 


Ambassador to protest again, and, no| 
doubt, this perfunctory step will be taken | 


on future occasions of the sort; for such 
protests are not without their convenience.

Wages and Unemployment. | 


The contrast between the conditions of 
Britain’s “ sheltered ” and “ unsheltered”’ 
of the times. In the “ shelteréd ” trades 
—such as the railways and municipal 
employment—there is no burden of foreign 
competition, and trade unionism maintains 
high wages and a pre-war standard bf 
living. The ‘‘ unsheltered ”’ trades, on the 
other hand, are afflicted with the sub- 
sidised rivalry of foreign countries, with 
heavy taxation and with huge costs of pro- 
duction. Where they cannot reduce wages, 
they are forced to reduce their staffs, with 
the result that unemployment is growing 
by leaps and bounds. The unemployment 
register of every industrial city in Great 
Britain contains tens of thousands of 
names. This week in Sheffield, where forty 
thousand ‘persons are unemployed, a local 
firm advertised for a lorry driver. Large 
crowds besieged the office and the police 
kept order among the eager applicants. In 
the same city there were 750 competitors 
for two posts as caretakers, and many were 
educated men. Socialism boasts. the 
brotherhood of labour,. but, in fact, the 
present prosperity—or apparent prosperity 
—of the ‘‘‘sheltered ” trades is founded in 
the misery’ of the unemployed. The 
** sheltered ” trades not only claim pre- 
ferential treatment at the hands of the 
State, but have set for the whole country 
an artificial standard of living. To-day in 
Britain wages have no economic relation to 
production ; the charges of production and 
transport are killing the competitive in- 
dustries ; prices of raw material are fall- 
ing, but there is no consequent reduction 
of costs. Until wages are adjusted to pro- 
duction British industry must languish, 
and: “ unsheltered ” millions must con- 
tinue to be ground between the millstones 
of unemployment and an artificial standard 
of existence. The whole nation is living 
beyond its means, and the longer retrench- 
ment is postponed, the more unpleasant 
that inevitable process must be. 


A Mechanical: Horse. 

The London, Midland ‘and Scottish Rail- 
way Company has taken a “ mechanical 
horse ” into its service, but, the thing is 
equine only in name. It is a three- 
wheeled motor tractor, which will be used 
for haulage in goods yards and for 
collection and delivery services in large 
towns ; and it can he attached to existing 
road vehicles. The new contrivance may 
not inspire human affection, but it can 
fulfil. all the economic functions of two 
strong horses at a lighter cost. It can be 
turned in a very small area, can manewuvre 
easily in congested traffic, and can draw 
a three-ton load at a speed of eighteen 
miles an hour. Experiments will be made 
on a large scale, and tractors will be 
substituted’ for horses at three stations— 
one in London and the others in Birming- 
ham and Manchester. If they fulfi] the 
test, they may replace horses on all the 
English railway systems; for the other 
companies are watching the experiment 
with much interest. The railway com- 
panies are probably the largest users of 
horse-drawp vehicles in England, and it is 
predicted now. that, as the wooden horse 
spelt the doom of Troy, this mechanical 
creature will drive; the real horse com- 
pletely and finally from the streets of 
cities and towns. The prediction may be 
sound, though we remember that many 
times in recent years the horse has been 
“ doomed to death, though fated not to 
die,” and that an important society still 
defends him as, on the whole, the most 
satisfactory motive power for commercial 
street traffic. If, indeed, he is now doomed 
and our Irish streets are to know him no 
more, we shall be sorry, but we shall have 
one consolation, There will be fewer and 
smaller exports of these faithful and time- 
worn servants for cruel butchery on 
foreign soil.

A Labour-Liberal Alliance. 


It has been rumoured to-day at West- 
minster that the Socialists and the 
Liberals have completed:an understanding 
that there shall be no general election 
next year if they can avert it... There. was 
a.shade of uncertainty, however, dys to 
the fact that the Liberals would not admit 
that an accommodation had been reached ; 
but in Government circles it seemed to be 
accepted on all sides that Mr. Lloyd 
George had been promised his pound of 
flesh and would hold to the bargain. It 
became apparent that there was something 
in the story when Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
announced in the House that the bill deal- 
ing with electoral reform would be intro- 
duced before Christmas. 


The Whitechapel Election. 


The result of the Whitechapel election 
must be regarded as a heavy blow to the 
Government; for the Labour Vote has 
tumbled from 13,701 to 8,544, while there 
is a reduction of more than eight thousand 
in the majority. The official organ of the 
Government, in an effort to make things 
look better, compares the polling with 
that of the general election of 1924, but 
there is absolutely no parallel in the con- 
ditions. The tremendous decrease in the 
Labour vote has given rise to considerable 
disquietude among the leaders of the 
Labour movement; for it leaves them 
uncertain about the safety of any Labour 
constituency now held to be safe and 


strong. | 

The Liberals were jubilant to-day at the 
inerease in the Liberal candidate’s poll at 
Whitechapel, but appeared to ignore the 
fact that many of the votes given to Mr. 
Barnet Janner were purely Jewish. The 
feeling of satisfaction was so strong, how- 
ever, that it was resolved that Liberal 
machinery should be set up again in 
Whitechapel in preparation for a general 
election. . 


Aeroplanes for Belgium. 


The recent order for Firefly fighter 
aeroplanes for the Belgian Air Force was 
obtained for Britain in face of severe 
competition from several Continental air- 
craft factories. The contract was not 
secured owing to any price concession, but 
was obtained solely on the merit of the 
machine, which has demonstrated its 
ability to attain a speed in excess of two 
hundred miles an hour. The order from 
the Belgian Government is for forty-five 
machines, and it is not improbable that a 
further order will be placed in the near 
future. 


The Schneider Trophy. 


It seems certain that Great Britain will 
be in the race for the Schneider Trophy 
next year ; for a conference will take place 
next week between representatives of the 
Royal Aero Club and of the Air Ministry 
to discuss plans. Mr. Fred Montague, 
the Under-Secretary for Air, gave a pro- 
mise some time ago in the House of 
Commons that a discussion would be 
arra: as soon éa the international 
body reached a decision in regard to 
the financial arrar ints, and this deci- 
sion was reached yesterday. It is ex- 
pected that next Monday the Air Ministry 
may be prepared to recede somewhat from 
its attitude towards the contest, and, 
though it will not take it under its official 
wing, Royal Air Force officers possibly 
will be allowed to fly the Royal Air Force 
machines, which will be lent to the Royal 
Aero Club for the race.

EARTHQUAKE IN 
BURMA. 


36 DEAD AND MANY 
INJURED. 


From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
RANGOON, Thursday. 

The reports of the earthquake shock last 
night, which are slowly coming in: from 
different districts, indicate that it was felt 
throughout most of Burma, although the 
extent of the damage is not yet known. 
The area between Nyaunglebin and 
Toungoo, of which Pyu is the centre, was 
the most seriously affected, and the death 
roll has now gone up to thirty-six, while 
the number of injured is believed to be 
considerable, though the severest shock 
occurred when people were in bed. 

No damage is reported at Insein, 
Tharawaddy and Prome, in Lower Burma, 
and at Kalaw, in Upper Burma. 

THREE SHOCKS. 

Pegu experienced three shocks, the last 
one being somewhat severe and lasting for 
forty-five seconds, but there was no 
damage. Most of the buildings in Fegu 
were destroyed by the great earthquake 
last May, and have not yet been recon- 
structed.

DUBLIN WOMEN’S SHELTER 


OVER 23,000 BEDS SUPPLIED 
DURING THE YEAR. 

The Rev. Richard Bird, M.A., D.S.O., pre- 
sided at the annual meeting of the Dublin 
Women’s Shelter, held in the Parish Room, 
Bloomfield avenue, South Circular road, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 

The Hon. Secretary, Miss Edmunds Bell, 
reported that during the year 23,508 beds had 
been supplied, and many young girls seeking 
situations in the city had found a home in the 
Shelter. 

The Chairman said that in the Shelter a 
great work was being done for the poor and 
the needy. The Sheiter had been in opera- 
tion about thirty years, and he recalled that 
when it was first established the magistrate 
at Kilmainham Court said that there had 
been a decrease of 2,000 that year in the 
number of vagrancy cases in the city. That 
he attributed to the work of the Shelter. 
Their work in that direction had been copied 
by many others in Dublin, and the result was 
that there was to-day a rivalry among those 
who desired to cater for the needy.

A decision by the United States Supreme 
Court which may throw the entire motion 
picture .industry into a new phase. of de- 
velopment was announced recently (says the 
Chicego Tribune), when nine of the country’s 
leading companies were declared by the 
Court to be guilty of violating the Federal 
anti-trust law. 

The most prominent of the producers 
named in the case were Paramount-Famonus 
Lasky, First National, Metro-Goldwyn- 
Maver, United Artists and Fox Films. 

The specific nature of the violation, accord- 
ing to the decision, is in geonnection with the 
practice of uniform, stan contracts and 
credit systems, under which films are leased 
to exhibitors. 

It. was disclosed that by this system the 
@xhibitors are forced to sign contracts to
